Chicago, Jan. 20.—(ILI?)—Five robbers 
kidnaped the entire family of M. C. 
Mott, cashier of the State B ank of 
Mundelin, took them to the bank to­ 
day and held them six hours before 
rifling the vault and tak in g $3,000. 
The gang w as the sam e th a t kid­ 
naped the family of fath er and m other 
and four children last April in exactly 
the sam e w ay and escaped with $10,000 
of bank funds. 
A fter locking the family in the bank 
basem ent, the g an g loaded Paul Mott, 
eldest son, into their automobile and 
drove IO miles to W auconda, w here 
they pushed him out. They threatened 
the youth with death if he spread an 
alarm . 
‘‘I heard a noise in a front room 
about 2 A. M. and looked in,” Mott 
said. 
“T here w as the sam e gang th a t 
had pushed their w ay in last April. 
They had climbed through a window 
this time. 
“ ‘W e’re back again,’ one of the rob­ 
bers said. 
‘Everybody is going for a 
little ride with us’.” 
M ott said the fam ily and Mrs. M ott’s 
sister were taken to the basem ent of 
the bank and w arned to keep quiet. 
T he robbers took tu rn s keeping a vigil 
on the prisoners and a lookout at the 
street level. 
The tim e lock on the vault was set 
for 8:15 A. M. 
“They tried to compel me to open 
th e vault but I told them I did not 
know the com bination,” Mott said. 
“Ju st then Sam W erthen, the teller, 
cam e in and the robbers seized him. 
They m ade him open the vault and 
took the money. 
T hen they put W er­ 
then in the basem ent w ith the rest of 
us and forced m y son Paul to go along 
w ith them .”

BIRD FEEDING IN WINTER VITAL— 


It is very essential that an active winter feeding program be 
carried out by the general public in each county of Minnesota. 
This 
project should be started as early as possible now and continued until 
spring arrives. 
Unless assistance is giv en tile birds a heavy mortality 
will result before warm weather comes. 
The Division of Game and Fish 
the state is planning an ex­ 
tensive bird feeding station program in all parts of the state. 
It will, 
however, be impossible for this program to be carried out this Winter 
in its entrety and help from Minnesota’s wild life enthusifcstsis needed. 
Another winter will find a program sponsored by Director William D. 
Stewart carried out on augmented, state-wide plans. 
Cold weather, sleet and snow make it difficult for wild birds 
who winter in Minnesota to secure necessary food. 
Vigorous birds, 
well fed, are able to withstand the rigors of severe, winter weather, 
unless their food is too heavily covered with snow. 
Sportsmen’s organizations and other groups such as Boy and 
Girl Scouts, womens clubs, 4-H club units, farmers’ organizations, civic 
clubs and various other bodies, can perform noble work in p r id in g 
food for game and insectivorous birds during the cold winter months. 
Ihe systematic feeding of birds is necessary to produce the best re 
suits. 
A comparatively small amount of money and a little time 
would assure the safe wintering of all the game birds and game ani 
mals in each community.
